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REPORT. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sa7iitary  Committee 
of  the  Gloucester  Urban  SoAiitary  Authority. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen— 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  yon  my 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1893,  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  the  Gloucester  Urban  Sanitary 
Authority.  And  in  doing  so,  I have  to  intimate 
that  I have  departed  from  the  former  method  of 
dealing  with  the  division  of  the  city  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  report.  Hitherto  it  has  been  the 
custom  to  take  the  district  as  a whole,  and  treat 
public  institutions,  such  as  the  Infirmary,  Work- 
house, Asylum,  &c.,  as  different  districts.  Now, 
however,  I have  ignored  those  institutions  altogether, 
after  first  ascertaining  the  previous  homes  of 
the  patients. 

In  this  way  I am  able  to  divide  the  city  into 
distinct  districts,  each  district  with  its  own  birth- 
rate, death-rate,  and  distribution  of  infectious 
disease,  as  well  as  acreage  and  population.  I am 
thereby  enabled  to  trace  more  accurately  the  par- 
ticular locality  affected  by  particular  diseases,  as 
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well  as  ascertain  the  various  local  influences  that 
may  determine  the  prevalence  or  spread  of 
different  diseases. 

For  this  purpose  I have  taken  the  four  sub- 
registration  divisions  as  separate  districts,  and  have 
clearly  shown  them  in  the  coloured  map  at  the  end 
of  this  report.  They  are 

The  Kingshobn  District,  which  comprises  the 
Parish  of  Wotton  St.  Mary  Within. 

The  St.  Nicholas  District,  comprising  the 
Parishes  of  St.  Nicholas,  St.  Mary-de-Lode, 
St.  Catherine,  Holy  Trinity,  and  Pool  Meadow. 

St.  John  the  Baptist  District,  comprising  the 
Parishes  of  St.  John,  St.  Aldate,  St.  Michael, 
St.  Mary-de-Crypt,  St.  Owen,  and  St.  Mary- 
de-Grace. 

South  Hamlet  District,  comprising  the  Parishes 
of  South  Hamlet,  Littleworth,  and  Barton 
St.  Mary. 

Of  the  four  districts  named,  that  of  St.  John  the 
Baptist  is  the  most  thickly  populated.  South 
Hamlet  is  next  in  that  respect,  St.  Nicholas  next, 
and  Kingsholm  has  a smaller  proportionate 
population  than  any  of  the  others. 

I shall  enter  more  fully  into  this  latter  subject 
when  treating  of  populations  and  death-rates. 


I regret  to  say  that  in  the  year  just  gone  the 
number  of  deaths  in  the  city  has  greatly  increased. 
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This,  however,  is  not  due  to  any  preventable 
causes,  but  rather  to  the  weather  which  prevailed 
in  the  early  part  of  the  winter,  especially  in  the 
month  of  November.  In  that  month  most  severe 
and  dangerous  gales  of  north  and  east  winds 
prevailed,  which  were  the  cause  of  many  fatal  cases 
of  lung  disease. 


VITAL  AND  MORTAL  STATISTICS. 

I estimate  the  population  of  the  city  at  the  end 
of  1893  as  39,997,  practically  40,000,  and  the  four 
different  divisions  thereof  as  follows  : Kingsholm, 
2,646;  St.  Nicholas,  7473;  St.  John,  8,043;  and 
South  Hamlet,  21,835. 

The  total  were  1,254,  as  compared  with 

1,255  in  the  preceding  year,  or  one  less  in  the 
year  just  gone.  The  Births in  the  proportion 
of  635  males  and  619  females. 

' ^ In  the  four  different  divisions  they  number : — 
Kingsholm,  140,  or  65  males  and  75  females;  in 
St.  Nicholas,  247,  or  123  males  and  124  females;  in 
St.John’s,  173,  or  93  males  and  80  females;  and  in 
South  Hamlet,  694,  or  354  males  and  340  females. 

The  Birth-rate  in  the  whole  city  will  therefore 
be  31.35  per  thousand,  living. 

The  birth-rate  in  the  several  divisions  will  be : — 
Kingsholm,  52.94  ; St.  Nicholas,  33.05  ; St.  John’s, 
21.50;  and  South  Hamlet,  31 -78  per  thousand, 
living. 
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Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  in  St.  John’s  division 
the  population  consists  largely  of  elderly  people 
with  a proportionately  low  birth-rate,  while  in  the 
other  divisions  there  are  more  young  and  recently 
married  inhabitants  with  a correspondingly  high 
birth-rate. 

There  were  807  deaths  in  the  city  during  the 
past  year,  as  compared  with  7 1 6 in  the  year  1892. 
The  death-rate  is  therefore  20.17  per  thousand  over 
the  whole  district. 

The  death-rates  in  the  four  divisions  are  as  follows  : 
Kingsholm,  with  63  deaths,  has  a death-rate  of  23.80; 
St.  Nicholas,  with  166  deaths,  a death-rate  of  22.21 ; 
St.  John’s,  with  192  deaths^  a death-rate  of  23.87  ; 
and  South  Hamlet,  with  386  deaths,  has  a death- 
rate  of  only  17.67. 

There  were  in  the  past  year  166  deaths  from 
Bronchitis,  Pleurisy  and  Pneumonia,  as  compared 
with  1 10  deaths  from  the  same  diseases  in  1892; 
showing  an  increase  of  56,  which  was  evidently  due 
to  the  very  severe  weather  prevailing  in  November 
and  December  last. 


One  hundred  and  seventy-seven  infants  died 
under  one  year  of  age  in  the  whole  district,  as 
against  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  in  the  preceding 
year.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  of  141.14  per 
thousand,  as  compared  with  125.0  in  the  previous 
year. 
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In  the  four  divisions  the  deaths  were  : Kingsholin, 

1 8 'deaths,  giving  a mortality  of  1 28.57  per  thousand ; 
in  St.  Nicholas  the  deaths  were  34,  giving  a rate  of 
137.65  ; in  St.  John’s  there  were  42  deaths,  giving 
a rate  of  242.77,  which  it  may  be  noted  is  a very 
high  rate  of  infant  mortality  compared  with  the 
other  divisions  of  the  city,  and  indicating  again  the 
unhealthiness  of  a crowded  population,  this  division 
having  more  than  twice  as  many  persons  to  an  acre 
as  any  of  the  others.  South  Hamlet  had  83  deaths, 
giving  an  infant  mortality  of  119.59  P^r  thousand 
born. 

ZYMOTIC, 

Eighty -seven  persons  died  of  Zymotic  diseases 
during  the  year  in  the  whole  district,  giving  a 
Zymotic  death-rate  of  2. 1 7 per  thousand,  as  compared 
with  1.96  in  the  previous  year  and  ^28  in  the 
year  1891. 

In  the  four  divisions  the  deaths  from  Zymotic 
diseases  were  as  follows:  Kingsholin  had  10  deaths, 
or  a rate  of  3.77  ; St.  Nicholas  had  15  deaths,  or  a 
rate  of  2.00;  St.  John’s  had  19  deaths,  or  a rate  of 
2.36  ; and  South  Hamlet  had  43  deaths,  or  a Zymotic 
death-rate  of  1.96  per  thousand. 

The  following  infectious  diseases  are  notifiable  in 
this  district,  viz. : Small-pox,  Cholera,  Diphtheria, 
Membranous  Croup,  Erysipelas,  the  disease  known 
as  Scarlatina  or  Scarlet  Fever;  and  the  fevers  known 
by  any  of  the  following  names : Typhus,  Typhoid, 
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Enteric,  Relapsing,  Continned,  or  Puerperal.  Any 
other  diseases  of  a like  kind  may  be  placed  by  the 
Authority  in  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases  by  taking 
the  proper  steps  to  do  so. 

Of  the  diseases  that  are  notifiable  in  this  district, 
four  hundred  and  forty-six  cases  have  been  reported 
during  the  year ; and  in  the  four  divisions  as 
follows,  viz.  : Kingsholm  40  cases,  St.  Nicholas  81, 
St.  John’s  69,  and  South  Hamlet  256.  As  it  is 
interesting  to  know  how  these  cases  were  distributed 
with  regard  to  the  populations  in  the  divisions,  I 
may  just  give  the  rate  per  thousand  of  the  popula- 
tion in  each  : in  Kingsholm  the  rate  would  be  1 5 . 1 1 
cases  per  thousand;  in  St.  Nicholas,  10.83;  in 
St.  John-the-Baptist,  8.57  ; and  in  South  Hamlet, 
1 1.72. 

Thus  we  see  that  in  St.  John’s,  where  the  popu- 
lation consists  more  of  people  past  the  age  of  youth, 
there  was  less  infectious  disease,  as  the  diseases 
referred  to  were  more  those  of  childhood  and 
adolescence  than  of  mature  years.  In  Kingsholm 
and  South  Hamlet,  the  rate  was  highest  for  the 
reason  above  given,  and  also  because  these  were  the 
districts  in  which  we  have  all  along  found  this 
class  of  disease  most  prevalent,  possibly  from  their 
j close  proximity  to  populous  districts  outside  the 
icity.  And  I think  that  a good  deal  of  the 
I infections  disease  we  have  been  suffering  from  has 
• been  imported  from  adjoining  outside^ districts.

The  Urban  Sanitary  District  of  Gloncester  has 
an  acreage  of  1442  acres,  and  the  four  divisions 
have  126,  351,  265,  and  700  respectively.  I give 
here,  in  tabular  form,  the  acreage,  populations,  and 
the  number  of  persons  to  an  acre  in  each  of  the 
divisions ; and  it  will  be  seen  that  St.  John  the 
Baptist  is  much  more  densely  populated  than  any 
of  the  others,  South  Hamlet  next,  St.  Nicholas 
next,  and  Kingsholm  least  of  all.  The  latter  has 
large  tracts  of  land  not  built  upon,  but  included  in 
the  district,  and  hence  the  small  population.  St. 
Nicholas  division  also  includes  considerable  tracts 
of  land  not  built  upon.

As  for  the  past  two  seasons  Cholera  has  been  rife 
on  the  Continent  of  Europe,  and  there  has  been 
the  fear  that  it  might  spread  into  this  country  also, 
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to 

the  various  Sanitary  Authorities  have  been  warned 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  to  see  that  their 
sanitary  arrangements  and  water  supply  are  in 
proper  order.  We  have  therefore  been  making  a 
house  to  house  inspection  of  this  City,  with  the 
result  that  3648  defects  in  drainage,  water  closets, 
soil  pipes,  defective  flushing,  and  impure  water 
supplies  have  been  discovered.  And  by  persistent 
efforts  we  have  succeeded  in  remedying  a large 
proportion  of  them.  During  the  year  1893  the 
following  sanitary  defects  have  been  remedied,  and 
I give  these  in  detail,  as  well  as  an  account  of  the 
present  condition  of  the  houses  in  the  city  in  regard 
to  this  subject. 

On  examining  the  subjoined  statistics,  therefore, 
I regret  to  say  it  will  be  found  that  there  are  still 
339  houses  with  proper  water  supply,  but  without 
flushing  boxes  or  means  of  proper  flushing  of 
drains.  I pointed  out  in  my  report  in  a previous 
year  that  unless  such  means  are  provided,  no 
amount  of  water  promiscuously  used  will  properly 
keep  house  drains  in  a clean  state,  and  that  unless 
each  discharge  from  the  closet  pan  is  properly 
floated  out  of  it,  the  drain  will  remain  foul. 

I also  find  that  163  houses  still  use  pump 
water.  This  is  a great  improvement;  and  I 
hope  that  very  soon  these  houses  will  be  properly 
supplied.  The  danger  arising  from  the  use  of  well 
water  in  a city  like  this  is  overlooked,  and,  because 


such  water  is  cool,  clear,  and  pleasant  to  the  taste, 
its  hidden  danger  is  not  appreciated.  As  such  water 
is  derived  from  shalloiv  wells,  with  constant  leakage 
into  them  from  house  drains  and  the  like,  I do  not 
consider  it  too  much  to  say  that  no  well  of  this 
description  can  safely  be  used. 

The  water  called  Lysons’s  water  is  still  supplied  ' f 
to  187  houses  in  the  Bristol  Road  district,  and  I ’ 
am  bound  to  consider  this  water  unsafe.  Besides, 
there  is  not  sufficient  force  to  properly  fill  the  flush 
boxes,  and  the  consequence  is,  that  for  flushing 
purposes  they  are  useless.  A year  or  two  ago  Mr. 
Read  (the  City  Surveyor)  and  myself  made  a system- 
atic inspection  of  this  system  of  supply,  and  we 
found  that,  from  its  source  to  its  delivery,  this 
water  received  large  quantities  of  sewage  and  other  - 
pollution.

CITY  WATER  SUPPLY 

In  consequence  of  tlie  growth  of  the  city,  and 
f also  in  consequence  of  the  large  additions  to  the 
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j number  of  flush  boxes,  it  is  beyond  any  doubt  what- 
1 ever  that  an  additional  source  of  water  supply  is 
; urgently  needed,  and  that  unless  this  is  soon  sup- 
I plied  very  serious  consequences  will  be  the  result. 
During  the  past  two  years  there  has  not  been 
anything  like  an  adequate  supply,  and  the  river 
Severn  has  been  used  during  part  of  the  time

to  supplement  the  ordinary  supply.  The  Sani- 
tary Authority,  seeing  the  danger,  have  wisely 
made  an  attempt  to  remedy  this  evil,  and  after  most 
careful  investigation,  have  discovered  a means  of 
supplying  the  defect,  and  I have  every  reason  to 
believe  that  the  scheme  known  as  the  “ Newent 
scheme”  will  ultimately  prove  to  answer  all  re- 
quirements, 

This  supply  is  to  be  derived  from  the  sandstone 
beds  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Newent,  ten  miles  ^ 
from  the  city.  The  quality  of  the  water  has  proved 
excellent  on  analysis,  and  there  is  every  reason  to 
believe  that  the  quantity  will  be  ample. 

A Bill  has  now  been  promoted  for  the  sanction 
of  Parliament,  and  I hope  that  permission  will  soon 
be  got  to  commence  the  work. 

I regret  to  have  to  announce,  that  since  the 
Severn  water  has  had  to  be  used,  a large  increase 
has  taken  place  in  the  number  of  Typhoid  Fever 
cases  notified  in  the  city.  I do  not  pretend  to  say 
positively  that  the  Severn  water  is  the  cause,  but 
I can  find  no  other  explanation  for  it,  and  I am  in-  I 
formed  that  this  disease  is  prevalent  in  towns  farther  ' 
up  the  river,  and  which  drain  their  sewage  into  it. 


SPECIAL  DISEASES 

SMALL  POX 

There  have  been  three  cases  of  this  disease 
during  the  year.  One  a woman  who  came  to  the 
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workhouse  with  the  disease  just  commencing.  She 
was  immediately  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital,  and  the  rooms  where  she  had  been  were 
thoroughly  disinfected,  and  she  ultimately  recovered. 
No  other  case  occurred  from  this  one.  Some  time 
after  this  a young  girl  suffered  from  the  disease  in 
another  part  of  the  city;  she  was  removed  to 
hospital,  and  the  house  disinfected.  After  this  a 
third  case  was  found  in  yet  another  part  of  the  city, 
and  was  removed,  and  the  house  disinfected,  no 
further  outbreak  has  taken  place. 

We  are  still  on  the  alert,  as  a severe  epidemic  of 
the  disease  has  been  raging  in  Birmingham  on  one 
side  of  us,  a good  few  cases  at  Stroud,  near  us,  and 
I believe  that  there  are  a great  many  cases  at 
Bristol.  So  that  we  are  in  the  centre  of  a circle 
with  many  cases  all  round  us. 

We  have  kept  a block  of  two  wards  reserved  for 
this  disease,  and  it  is  satisfactory  so  far  that  we  can 
do  this  ; but  I regret  that  the  block  referred  to  is 
not  at  a greater  distance  from  the  others,  and  I fear 
that  if  many  cases  of  Small  Pox  had  to  be  treated, 
we  might  find  it  extending  to  the  other  parts  of  the 
Hospital. 

MEASLES. 

I find  that  this  disease  has  been  rather  prevalent 
in  the  district,  and  a good  many  deaths  took  place 
from  it.  As  it  is  not  in  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases 
here,  I am  unable  to  say  how  many  cases  occurred. 
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nor  can  I say  in  what  part  of  the  city  Measles 
prevailed. 

It  is  jnst  a question  whether  or  not  this  disease 
ought  to  be  placed  in  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases. 
I fear  that  from  the  carelessness  of  the  public,  who 
regard  this  disease  as  trivial,  it  would  be  very 
difficult  to  isolate  the  cases  quickly  enough  to  derive 
much  benefit  from  notification. 

scarlet  fever. 

Two  hundred  and  eighty- six  cases  of  this  disease 
were  notified  during  the  year.  Seventy-six  under 
five  years  of  age  and  two  hundred  and  sixteen  over 
that  age.  They  were  distributed  as  follows:  26 
cases  in  Kingsholm  division,  50  cases  in  St.  Nicholas, 
38  in  St.  John-the-Baptist,  and  172  cases  in  South 
Hamlet. 

We  have  now  been  suffering  for  about  two  years 
and  a half  from  this  disease,  but  at  the  present  time 
there  are  decided  signs  of  its  disappearance.  The 
type  has,  throughout,  been  very  mild  indeed;  for 
during  the  year  there  are  only  three  deaths  recorded 
from  it,  while  in  the  year  1892  only  nine  deaths 
took  place. 

diphtheria. 

This  disease  has  also  been  very  prevalent  during 
the  past  two  years.  There  were  136  cases  notified 
during  the  year  1892,  while  happily  only  59  have 
been  reported  during  the  past  year  ; and  at  the 
present  time  one  does  not  often  hear  of  a case.  The 


deaths  from  Diphtheria  during  1892  were  33,  and 
in  the  past  year  only  12.  This  is  very  satisfactory, 
as  Diphtheria  is  so  intractable  and  so  imperfectly 
understood,  that  it  is  a troublesome  visitant  at  any 
time. 

ENTERIC  FEVER 

Thirty-three  cases  of  this  disease  have  been 
notified  during  the  year.  I have  already  referred 
to  the  rapid  spread  of  these  cases ; for,  whereas  in 
1892  there  were  only  13  cases,  we  have  this  year  33, 
and  since  the  end  of  the  year  there  have  been  a good 
many  cases.  Only  two  deaths,  however,  took  place 
last  year,  and  two  in  the  previous  year.  I regret 
that  there  are  signs  that  we  may  have  trouble  from 
this  disease  during  the  present  year. 

CHOEERA. 

We  have  taken  great  precautions  for  the  past  two 
years  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  Cholera  and 
also  to  stamp  it  out  if  introduced 

A man,  aged  between  60  and  70,  died  in  Alma 
Place  in  October  of  last  year.  The  case  was  notified 
to  me  as  Cholera,  and  I visited  him.  The  appear- 
ances were  certainly  those  of  Cholera.  The  man 
was  in  his  usual — rather  delicate — health  the  day 
before,  and  was  seized  with  cramp,  diarrhoea,  and 
vomiting,  and  died  within  24  hours.  I sent  part  of 
the  bowel  to  Dr.  Klein,  at  the  request  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  received 
the  information  that  Dr.  Klein  could  not  find  Koch’s 
Coma  Bacillus,  So  the  case  remains  in  doubt, 
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The  fact  that  Cholera  has  undoubtedly  been 
introduced  into  this  country  greatly  complicates 
matters,  for  we  have  to  combat  its  spread  now  from 
inland  sources  as  well  as  seaward. 

I feel,  however,  that  our  sanitary  condition  is  now 
so  assured,  and  our  measures  so  prompt,  that  I do 
not  think  this  disease  could  gain  a footing  as  it  did 
on  the  continent  of  Europe.  And  I think  that 
Gloucester  can  now  bear  a good  comparison  with 
other  cities  in  that  respect.  We  are  greatly  in- 
debted to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  fully 
keeping  us  alive  to  our  danger  and  insisting  on  the 
necessary  precautions  being  observed. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Fifty- six  cases  of  Erysipelas  have  been  recorded  1 
during  the  year,  as  against  24  in  the  previous  year. 

I cannot  attribute  this  to  any  particular  cause,  as 
there  was  no  predisposing  cause  present  during  the 
time,  unless,  indeed.  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever 
may  be  own  cousins  to  Erysipelas,  and  prevail  under 
similar  circumstances. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

There  were  five  cases  of  this  disease,  two  of  which 
died  ; while  in  the  year  1 892  there  were  three  deaths 
from  it. 

PHTHISIS. 

Fifty-four  deaths  occurred  from  Phthisis,  dis- 
tributed as  follows  in  the  four  Divisions:  Kings - 
holm,  only  i ; St.  Nicholas,  1 2 ; St.  John  the 
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Baptist,  lo;  and  in  South  Hamlet,  31  cases.  In 
1892  there  were  62  cases  in  the  whole  district. 

BRONCHITIS,  PNEUMONIA,  AND  PLEURISY. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-three  deaths  occurred 
from  these  complaints  in  the  year  over  the  whole 
district,  as  compared  with  iii  in  the  year  1892. 
This  is  due  to  causes  I have  mentioned  in  an  early 
part  of  this  Report,  and  not  connected  with  any 
preventable  cause. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  cases 
treated  in  this  Hospital  during  the  year,  as  against 
one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  in  the  year  1892.  Of 
these  1 19  were  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  three  of  Small- 
pox, and  one  of  Diphtheria.  Only  three  deaths 
occurred. 

The  usefulness  of  such  hospitals  is  greatly 
hampered  by  the  present  state  of  the  law.  If  it 
were  imperative  on  those  having  infectious  disease 
in  their  houses  to  have  them  removed  to  the 
hospital,  we  should  have  a very  potent  means  of 
stamping  out  diseases  of  this  class.  At  present  it 
is  impossible  to  prevent  the  intercourse  of  friends, 
ordinary  nurses,  and  others ; and,  in  this  way, 
spreading  the  disease.  Our  present  hospital  is  well 
adapted  for  its  purpose,  with  the  one  exception  I 
have  already  pointed  out,  and  that  we  have  not  yet 
procured  a steam  disinfecting  apparatus.  At 
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present  we  require  to  destroy  all  articles  requiring 
thorough  disinfection.  This  would  be  very 
expensive  were  we  to  have  an  epidemic,  say  of 
Small-pox ; and  the  want  of  a proper  apparatus  is 
a very  great  drawback  to  our  sanitary  appliances. 

DISINFECTION  OF  HOUSES. 

As  the  two  epidemics  (if  I may  call  them  so)  of 
Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  so  persis- 
tent and  so  prolonged,  we  have  necessarily  had  a large 
number  of  houses  to  disinfect.  About  five  hundred 
such  houses  have  been  disinfected  during  the  year, 
and  precaution  has  been  taken  to  adopt  the  best 
means,  short  of  steam  disinfection,  to  render 
articles  of  bedding  and  wearing  apparel  innocuous. 
Where  proper  disinfection  could  not  be  carried  out 
the  articles  were  destroyed. 

lodging-houses. 

All  lodging-houses  are  registered  and  licensed, 
the  number  of  inmates  for  each  room  fixed  on  the 
door,  and  sharp  supervision  kept  upon  the  manage- 
ment of  each  house.  In  one  case  a person  suffering 
from  Small-pox  slept  at  night  but  left  the  next 
day  for  the  Workhouse.  The  case  was  isolated 
from  the  Workhouse,  but  the  room  in  the  lodging- 
house  was  thoroughly  disinfected,  and  the  bedding 
and  hangings  destroyed. 

bakehouses 

Have  been  systematically  examined,  and  when 
sanitary  imperfections  were  discovered  they  have 
been  remedied. 
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SLAUGHTER-HOUSES 

Have  to  be  licensed  and  registered,  at  least  all 
recent  slaugbter-bonses.  All  old  slaughter-houses 
have  been  examined  so  as  to  prevent  the  existence 
of  any  nuisance.  I believe  one  of  the  clauses  in  the 
local  Bill  presented  to  Parliament  by  the  city  will 
have  the  effect  of  dealing  properly  with  this  subjeet, 
and  regulating,  more  in  accordance  with  sanitary 
requirements,  the  use  of  slaughter-houses. 

SHOPS  FOR  THE  SALE  OF  IMPORTED  MEAT 

These  shops  have  been  regularly  inspected,  but 
the  meat  seems  to  be  good,  and  no  case  of  exposing 
bad  meat  has  occurred. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT 

About  fifty  samples  of  milk  have  been  procured 
and  analysed  during  the  year,  but  the  samples  were 
so  near  standard  quality  that  no  prosecution  was 
thought  necessary.  About  forty  samples  of  butter 
and  other  groceries  have  been  examined,  but  the 
quality  is  now  much  better  than  in  previous  years. 
Presumably  our  rather  energetic  action  the  two 
years  previously  has  brought  this  about. 

Twenty  samples  of  spirits  have  been  analysed, 
but  all  were  of  good  quality  and  no  prosecution  has 
been  instituted. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

Only  two  complaints  of  offensive  trades  have  been 
received  during  the  year ; but  on  inspection  it  was 


found  that,  in  the  one  case,  the  best  available  means 
of  doing  away  with  the  nuisance  had  been  adopted, 
and  in  the  other  case  it  has  been  decided  to  give 
the  owner  an  opportunity  of  remedying  the  evil, 
and  if  that  should  not  be  satisfactory,  the  trade 
must  be  discontinued. 

CANAU  BOATS  ACT 

This  act  has  been  administered  in  such  a way  as 
to  satisfy  Mr.  Brydoii,  the  Government  Inspector, 
who  expresses  himself  pleased  with  the  progress 
that  has  been  made  There  were  231  boats  visited 
during  the  year;  10  boats  registered;  no  Infec- 
tious Diseases  found,  and  no  infringement  of  the 
Act  was  observed.

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PORT  SANITARY  AUTHORITY. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  just  past,  the  fear  of  Cholera 
importation  that  existed  in  the  previous  year  has 
somewhat  abated,  owing  to  the  fact  that  Hamburg 
and  other  German  ports,  as  well  as  many  French 
ports,  were  unaffected. 

This  disease,  however,  was  by  no  means  absent 
from  many  of  the  ports  from  which  vessels  came  into 
our  waters.  Several  PYench  ports  were  specially 
infected,  and  several  Russian  ports ; and  though 
no  alarming  epidemics,  such  as  existed  in  the 
previous  year,  produced  such  a scare,  still  we  could 
not  in  any  way  relax  our  efforts,  nor  allow  any 
stone  to  remain  unturned,  to  prevent  the  intro- 
duction of  even  one  case  in  our  midst. 

We  have  the  great  advantage  that  the  Bristol 
Sanitary  Authority  are  so  willing  to  lend  us  all  the 
help  in  their  power.  As  far  as  the  examination 
and  disinfection  of  ships  are  concerned,  we  could 
probably  get  on  very  well  without  the  help  of 
Bristol ; but,  inasmuch  as  we  have  no  quarantine 
harbour  within  our  own  waters  (and  the  Local 
Government  Board  will  not  allow  us  to  use  the 
anchorage  of  any  other  Sanitary  Authority  without 
their  consent)  we  are  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
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Bristol  Authorities,  and  they  have  kindly  agreed  to 
allow  us  to  send  infected  vessels  to  their  anchorage, 
and  also  they  agree  to  take  charge  of  any  cases 
that  might  arise  during  the  detention  of  the 
vessel  in  quarantine. 

The  question  of  the  disposal  of  the  bodies  of  any 
who  might  die  from  Cholera  has  been  dealt  with, 
and  we  have  the  option  of  two  methods ; the 
Berkeley  Authorities  have  given  us  leave  to  bury  in 
their  cemetery,  and  the  Cardiff  Authorities  have 
undertaken  to  cremate  any  bodies  we  might  send  to 
them,  at  a fixed  charge. 

Be  it  remembered,  that  according  to  the  Cholera 
orders  of  the  Local  Government  Board  the  captain 
of  any  vessel  on  board  of  which  a person  died  from 
Cholera,  is  bound  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  the  port  in  whose  waters  he  may  lie, 
as  regards  the  disposal  of  his  dead ; and  under 
these  circumstances  we  would  call  upon  him,  if 
necessary,  to  take  the  body  to  the  Flat  Holms,  the 
cremation  station  of  the  Cardiff  Authority,  there  to 
be  destroyed. 

As  it  was  found  impossible  for  Captain  Calway, 
our  Sanitary  Inspector,  to  inspect  every  vessel 
entering  the  port  at  Sharpness,  an  additional 
Inspector  has  been  appointed,  who  is  Captain  Cal- 
way’s assistant  in  his  other  duties,  and  who  assists 
him  also  in  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  sanitary 
work.  He  is  a very  efficient  officer,  and  thoroughly 
understands  his  duties. 
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Your  Authority  have,  during  the  year,  put  my 
house  in  direct  communication  with  Sharpness 
Point  by  telephone,  thus  greatly  facilitating  the 
work  of  the  port,  and  saving  the  expense  of  some 
journeys  that  I should  otherwise  have  had  to  make. 

There  has  happily  been  no  case  of  infectious 
disease  brought  into  the  port  during  the  year. 
Three  hundred  and  twenty-one  vessels  were  care- 
fully examined,  and  the  particulars  of  each 
examination  entered  in  a book  kept  for  the  purpose. 
I append  herewith  a list  of  them,  but  as  the  book 
was  not  in  use  until  May  20th,  no  examinations 
made  before  that  time  are  entered.  There  were, 
however,  81  vessels  inspected  up  to  that  date, 
namely,  39  steamers  and  42  sailing  vessels. 

I hope  that  the  Local  Government  Board  will 
constitute  this  a permanent  instead  of  a temporary 
Port  Sanitary  Authority,  which  will  greatly  facilitate 
our  work. 

I have  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Canal 
Company  for  very  valuable  assistance  in  many 
ways,  but  more  particularly  for  the  great  assistance 
they  have  given  me  in  connection  with  the 
telephonic  communication.
